Sachs Goldman execs deny 
wrongdoing in Senate grilling

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Blistered by lawmakers for 
“unbridled greed,” Goldman 
Sachs executives on Tuesday 
unflinchingly defended 

their conduct and denied the 
huge Wall Street investment 
bank helped cause the near¬ 
meltdown of the nation’s 
financial system. 

The hearing comes as 
President Barack Obama 
and Democratic lawmakers 
are trying to push through a 
financial regulations overhaul 
that they hope will win over 
voters ahead of November 
congressional elections.

Republicans

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
Senate Republicans, attacked 
for twice blocking legislation 
to rein in Wall Street traders, 
floated a partial alternative 
proposal Tuesday and said 
it could lead to election-year 
compromise on an issue that 
commands strong public 
support. 

The 20-page outline would 
prohibit the use of taxpayer 
money to bail out failing 
financial giants of the future 
and impose federal regulation 
on many but not all trades of 
complex investments known 
as derivatives. It also would 
establish consumer protections 
that appear weaker than those 
sought by Democrats and the 
White House, and it would 
create new regulations on 
mortgage giants Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac.

WASHINGTON - Lawmakers 
on Tuesday asked the owner 
and operator of the oil rig 
that exploded last week in the 
Gulf of Mexico for documents 
as part of a congressional 
investigation into the 
accident. 

The chairman of the House 
Energy and Commerce 
Committee, Democratic Rep. 
Henry Waxman of California, 
and the chairman of the 
committee’s investigations 
subcommittee, Democratic 
Rep. Bart Stupak of Michigan, 
made the request in letters to 
Transocean Ltd., the rig’s 
owner, and to BP PLC, which 
operates the rig. 

“A striking feature of the 
incident is the apparent lack 
of an adequate plan to contain 
the spreading environmental 
damage,” the lawmakers 
wrote. They said they are 
investigating “what the 
companies knew about the 
risks of drilling at the site and 


the adequacy of the companies ’ 
response plans.” 

Waxman and Stupak asked 
the companies for documents, 
including communications 
to or from senior officials, 
on the risk of an accident; 
potential responses; testing 
of emergency response 
procedures; emergency 

management and contingency 
plans; and environmental 
protection and response plans 
submitted to regulators. 
Eleven people are missing 
and presumed dead from the 
explosion about 50 miles 
off Louisiana’s coast. The 
explosion also caused a 
massive oil spill. 

“We’ve just received 
Chairman Waxman’s letter 
and will review it and respond 
to it in short order,” said 
Guy Cantwell, a Transocean 
spokesman. “In the meantime, 
we remain focused on 
supporting our people and 
providing our full support to BP 
and the unified command,” the 
federal agencies investigating 


the explosion. 

BP did not immediately return 
phone and e-mail messages 
seeking comment on the 
lawmakers’ letters. 

Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano and Interior 
Secretary Ken Salazar said they 
will devote every available 
resource to a comprehensive 
investigation of the explosion. 
The two Cabinet secretaries 
signed an order establishing 
the next steps for a joint 
investigation that began last 
week into the causes of the 
explosion of the drilling rig 
Deepwater Horizon. 

The U.S. Coast Guard, as part 
of the DHS, and the Minerals 
Management Service, part 
of Interior, share jurisdiction 
for the probe. Investigators 
will have the power to issue 
subpoenas, hold public 
hearings, call witnesses, and 
take other steps that may be 
needed to determine the cause 
of the incident. 

Meanwhile, BP last year joined 
with other oil companies

to oppose a proposed 
federal rule that would have 
imposed stricter safety and 
environmental regulations. 
Richard Morrison, a BP vice 
president, made his objection 
in a letter to the Interior 
Department’s Minerals 

Management Service last fall. 
In the letter, reported Tuesday 
by Greenwire, Morrison 


Associated Press 
wrote: “We are not supportive 
of the extensive, prescriptive 
regulations as proposed 
in this rule. We believe 
industry’s current safety 
and environmental statistics 
demonstrate that the voluntary 
programs” have and will 
continue to be successful.

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Arizona pushes Congress 
into immigration minefield

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Backed into a corner by border 
state Arizona’s tough new 
immigration law, Democrats 
and Republicans alike find 
themselves grappling with a 
volatile issue neither party 
wanted to fight over just 
before U.S. congressional 
elections in November. 

As lawmakers learned during 
the last national debate on 
immigration, in 2007, the 
issue incites passions across 
the U.S., affecting everything 
from national security to states’ 
rights to racial ambitions and 
resentments. It is fraught with 
political minefields. 

Thus, President Barack 
Obama, the Democrats 
who control Congress and 
Republicans who are in the 
minority are doing a delicate 
dance, mindful not to anger 
their electoral bases — or 
independents — on the issue. 
Underscoring the careful 
maneuvering, Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet 
Napolitano tried to strike 
a balance in testimony to 
Congress on Tuesday, saying, 
“Continually enhancing border 
security is not only critical 
for border communities, 
but is a necessary part of 
any comprehensive attempt 
to fix our nation’s broken 
immigration system to make it 
work for the 21st century.” 
And, fearing potential abuse 
of the law, Attorney General 
Eric Holder, the top U.S. law 
enforcement offlcia, raised 
“the possibility of a court 
challenge.” 

Immigration touches every 
rung of American politics, 
from security issues like 
border control and terrorist 


profiling to domestic affairs 
like education and health care. 
American cultural issues like 
race, class and language also 
are in play. And every level 
of government, from federal 
agencies to town councils, is 
trying to deal with immigration 
issues. That means businesses, 
labor unions, religious 
groups, immigrant advocacy 
organizations and other 
interests all have a stake 
— and all are likely to hold 
candidates accountable in the 
elections. Republicans, hoping 
to make inroads with the fast¬ 
growing Hispanic population, 
are wary of being portrayed as 
xenophobic. Democrats fear 
the characterization that they 
are weak on national security. 
“This really sort of throws 
down the gauntlet for both 
parties,” said Catherine Lee, a 
Rutgers University sociology 
professor focused on 
immigration reform politics. 
She said it’s too early to say 
which party will benefit from 
immigration reform being out 
front. “That will depend on 
how the parties handle the 
issue and frame the debate 
going forward.” 

Already, immigration is 
emerging as a major issue 
in a slew of Republican 
primaries, with House, Senate 
and gubernatorial candidates, 
including Arizona Gov. Jan 
Brewer, having to choose 
between a hard-line approach 
and a more middle-of-the-road 
solution. The Republicans also 
now face the sensitive task of 
figuring out how to appeal to 
their conservative base and tea 
party activists without further 
turning off Hispanics and 
other swing voters. 

Brewer, in the midst of a tough 
Republican primary battle,

Associated Press 
signed a law requiring police 
to question people about their 
status if there’s reason to 
suspect they’re in the country 
illegally. 

Arizona Republican Sen. 
John McCain, who worked 
with the late Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy, a Democrat, on 
reform efforts, said Tuesday 
that Arizona had to pass a 
strict law because the Obama 
administration has failed to 
“secure our borders.” 

McCain is facing a difficult 
Republican primary challenge 
and has adopted a hardline 
stance on illegal immigration. 
He once championed an 
eventual path to citizenship 
for the nation’s 12 million 
illegal immigrants. 

Obama, a Democrat, has 
instructed the Justice 
Department to examine the 
Arizona law that he said 
threatens to “undermine basic 
notions of fairness.” He also 
has pressed anew for national 
immigration legislation, 
saying, “If we continue to fail 
to act at a federal level, we 
will continue to see misguided 
efforts opening up around the 
country.” 

Protests against the Arizona 
law erupted overnight, and 
the political battle lines were 
quickly drawn. 

Conservatives applauded the 
measure as necessary to stop 
a flow of illegal immigrants 
from Mexico. Liberals decried 
it as a threat to civil rights. Q

The outline surfaced shortly action on White House- 
before Senate Republicans backed legislation designed 


to prevent any recurrence 
of the ills that led to the 
economic calamity of 2008. 
The 57-41 vote left the 
measure three shy of the 60 
needed to advance. 

Sen. Harry Reid, leader 
of the Senate’s majority 
Democrats, said he would 
hold additional votes later 
in the week, and he and 
other Democrats have spent 
days accusing Republicans 
of doing the bidding of the 
big financial firms on Wall 
Street. 

“More than two years after the 
financialcollapsethatsparked 
a worldwide recession, 
Senate Republicans are 
claiming we’re moving 
too fast,” Reid said. “Two- 
thirds of Americans support 
us cracking down on big 
bankers’ reckless risk-taking. 
And a majority supports 
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us asking banks to pay for 
their own funerals — that’s 
the fund financed by the big 
financial firms to cover the 
cost of their liquidation.” 

The events unfolded in the 
Capitol as Republicans 
and Democrats alike spent 
hours at a committee hearing 
criticizing current and former 
officials at Goldman Sachs 
for seeking profits from 
the collapse of the housing 
market two years ago. 

The Senate Republican 
leader, Mitch McConnell, 
said Democrats were going 
too far, coming up with a bill 
that “reaches into every nook 
and cranny of American 
business.” Moments before 
the vote, his second-in- 
command, Sen. Jon Kyi, 
predicted that unlike the 
recent health care battle, this 
time bipartisan legislation 
eventually would pass. 

The current standoff follows 
months of fitful bipartisan 
negotiations that have failed 
to yield agreement. 

The Republican summary, 
obtained by The Associated 
Press, differs from the 
Democratic measure on 
several major points. 

While banning the use of 


taxpayer funds in liquidating 
large financial firms, it calls 
for the cost to be borne by 
creditors and shareholders. 
Democrats favor a fee 
on banks to cover those 
expenses. 

Republicans suggested a 
council comprising bank 
regulators and independent 
appointees to ensure that 
large banks and other 
financial institutions do not 
take advantage of consumers, 
as opposed to a Democratic 
proposal for an independent 
agency with broader powers. 
Derivatives, which are 
complex investments that 
contributed to the 2008 
economic collapse, would 
be brought under federal 
supervision for the first 
time, but not to the extent 
Democrats seek. 

Republicans also want 
restrictions on government 
assistance to Fannie Mae 
and Freddie Mac and want 
the president to submit a 
reorganization plan. Both 
are essentially owned by 
the government, which took 
control when they lurched 
toward failure during the 
collapse of the housing 
market. □

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Source: Former Air Force 
member claims explosives

BANGOR, Maine (AP) — A 
former member of the U.S. 
Air Force on a flight from 
Paris to Atlanta claimed he 
had explosives in his luggage 
and a fake passport, forcing 
federal air marshals to 
intervene and the plane to be 
diverted to Maine on Tuesday, 
U.S. officials said. 

The officials, who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity to 
discuss personnel matters and 
because the investigation was 
ongoing, said the man was on 
active duty in the Air Force 
until last year. 

The officials would not say 
what rank he held or the type 
of discharge he received. The 
man claimed he had a fake 
passport, but the passport was 
authentic, they said. 

There were 235 passengers 
and 13 crew aboard Delta Air 
Lines Flight 273, which landed 
safely just after at 3:30 p.m. 
EDT at Bangor International 
Airport, Delta spokeswoman 
Susan Elliott said. 

Federal officials met the 
aircraft at the airport. 
The Transportation 

Security Administration 
said the passenger was 
being interviewed by law 
enforcement. 

After the man was 
apprehended, flight attendants 
collected passengers’ pillows 
and blankets, piling the 
cushions in the back of the 
plane, according to Charde 


Houston, an all-star forward 
for the WNBA’s Minnesota 
Lynx who was on the flight. 

“It was definitely surreal, 
something you only hear 
about,” Houston, who was 
on her way to San Diego to 
surprise her mother before 
reporting to training camp, 
told the AP in a telephone 
interview. 

It was not immediately clear 
what the significance was of 
the pillows being taken from 
passengers. 

After the failed attack aboard 
a Detroit-bound flight on 
Christmas Day, for a period 
of time there were extra pat- 
downs before boarding flights, 
no getting up for the last 
hour of the flight and some 
passengers reported being told 
they couldn’t have items in 
their laps, including laptops 
and pillows. 

Houston, 24, said that when 
Tuesday’s flight landed, FBI 
agents boarded and helped 
remove the suspect, who was 
wearing handcuffs. 

“He looked extremely calm, 
like a blank face. No emotion,” 
Houston said of the man who 
was removed. 

NORAD, the North 
American Aerospace Defense 
Command, did not launch any 
military fighters in response 
to the flight, spokesman John 
Cornelio said. 

“By the time we were brought 
into the equation,” the 
passenger was already under 
the control of air marshals, 
Cornelio said from Colorado. 
All passengers were taken 





off the plane because it was 
an international flight and 
they needed to clear customs, 
said Rebecca Hupp, airport 
director. □

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Panama’s ex-dictator Noriega jailed in France

PARIS (AP)—AFrench judge 
ordered former Panamanian 
dictator Manuel Noriega jailed 
Tuesday pending a trial for 
money laundering, a decision 


Associated Press 
made only hours after Noriega 
was extradited from the United 
States following two decades 
in a Miami prison. 

His arrival in France opens up 
a whole new legal battle for the 
strongman, who was deposed 
after a 1989 U.S. invasion and 


went on to spend 20 years in 
prison for drug trafficking. 
After finishing his U.S. 
sentence, Noriega was 
extradited from Miami and 
arrived Tuesday in Paris, 
where he was immediately 
served with an arrest warrant. 
Hours later, he went before a 
French judge and pleaded to 
be sent home to Panama, citing 
his prisoner of war status. 
Noriega spoke little during the 
hearing and appeared tired. 
Wearing a white button-up 
shirt and black j acket, his black 
hair thinning, he periodically 
rested his head in one hand 
during the proceedings. 

The judge denied Noriega’s 
request, saying he posed a 
flight risk if released. The 
judge ordered Noriega jailed 
in Paris’ La Sante prison 
pending further judicial 
action. Noriega was escorted 
out a side door of the court by 
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armed guards. 

His lawyers said they would 
appeal the decision. 

Noriega could face another 
10 years in prison in France 
if convicted on charges that 
he laundered $7 million in 
drug profits through French 
banks and purchasing luxury 
apartments with his wife in 
Paris. 

Noriega has already been 
convicted in France on the 
charges, but in absentia. France 
has agreed to give him a new 
trial if he was extradited. 
French Justice Ministry 
spokesman Guillaume Didier 
said Noriega could face a new 
trial within two months. 
Noriega’s French lawyers say 
his detention and transfer are 
unlawful. 

Panama also has an 

outstanding request for the 
former dictator’s extradition. 
He was convicted in Panama 
in absentia and sentenced to 
60 years in prison on charges 
of embezzlement, corruption 
and murdering opponents. 
Noriega was Panama’s 

longtime intelligence chief 
before he took power in 1982. 
He had been considered a 
valued CIA asset for years, 


but as a ruler he joined forces 
with drug traffickers and was 
implicated in the death of a 
political opponent. 

Noriega was ousted as 
Panama’s leader and put on 
trial following a U.S. military 
invasion ordered by President 
George H.W. Bush. 

Noriega was brought to 
Miami and was convicted of 
drug racketeering and related 
charges in 1992. 

He finished serving his term 
in federal prison outside 
Miami in 2007, but stayed in 
prison while France sought his 
extradition. 

Noriega came to France after 
U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton signed a 
surrender warrant Monday. A 
federal judge in Miami lifted 
a stay blocking his extradition 
last month. 

If Noriega had been released 
in France, it would have 
been a major victory after a 
generationbehindbars. It could 
also be an awkward situation 
for France, where a string of 
former dictators from Haiti to 
West Africa have settled in the 
past, sometimes in luxurious

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Woman tops 14 highest peaks for 1st time: official

KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) — 
A South Korean mountaineer 
became the first woman to 
scale the world’s 14 highest 
mountains, officials said, 
crawling on all fours Tuesday 
as she reached the last 
summit. 

Oh Eun-sun, 44, arrived at 
the final, steep stretch of 
Annapurna in the Himalayas 
13 hours after she left the last 
camp to beat a Spanish rival 
to the record. Her feat was 
broadcast live in South Korea 
by KBS television. 

At the top, she pulled out a 
South Korean flag, waved, 
and then wept before throwing 
up her arms and shouting, 
“Victory!” 

Officials said Annapurna was 
the last of the 14 peaks above 
26,247 feet (8,000 meters) 
Oh needed to climb to set 
the mark. She reached the 
summit — 26,545 feet (8,091 
meters) above sea level — 13 
years after she scaled her 


first Himalayan mountain, 
Gasherbrum II, in 1997. She 
scaled Everest in 2004. 

Oh’s rival, Edume Pasaban of 
Spain, has questioned whether 
she summited all of the 14, 
but the Nepal Mountaineering 
Association said the South 
Korean deserved the title. 

4 4 We recognize her achievement 
as the first woman climber to 
scale all the highest mountains 
in the world. We are all happy 
and proud of her achievement,” 
said Ang Tshering, president of 
the association, which governs 
climbing in this Himalayan 
nation, home to several of the 
highest peaks. The mountain in 
dispute is partially in Nepal. 
After reaching Annapurna 
earlier this month, Pasaban, 
26, has only the 26,330- 
foot-high (8,027-meter-high) 
Mount Shisha Pangma left on 
her list. 

The whole team was in good 
health and was making its 
way down to the base camp, 
expedition coordinator 

Song Hea-kyong said in the 


Nepalese capital. They were 
expected back in Katmandu 
by the weekend, Song said. 

Oh also tried to summit 
Annapurna last year but turned 
away just hundreds of yards 
(meters) from the top because 
of bad weather. Snow and wind 
also stopped her from making 
the trek last weekend. 

44 I gave it up because of a 
sudden ominous feeling that 
something bad would happen 
to either me or my peers, 
including the sherpas, on 
my way back to base camp,” 
she told The Korea Times 
newspaper last month. 

She said this trip would be 
different, adding that she would 
be carrying a photograph of 
Ko Mi-young, a lifelong rival 
who fell to her death last year 
while descending from Nanga 
Parbat, the world’s ninth- 
highest peak.

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — 
The speaker of Ukraine’s 
parliament huddled under 
umbrellas as eggs rained down 
and smoke bombs filled the 
chamber with an acrid cloud.

The chaos erupted Tuesday 
as parliament approved a 
treaty allowing Russia to

the Black Sea until 2042 — a 
move bitterly opposed by pro- 
Western lawmakers. Ukraine 
would get cheap natural gas 
from Russia in exchange. 
Russia’s influence in Ukraine 
has surged since the February 
election victory of pro-Kremlin 
President Viktor Yanukovych, 
infuriating Ukrainians who 
resent Moscow’s influence and 
inflaming the violent passions 
that plague the politics of the 
former Soviet republic. 

The controversy over the home 
port for the Russian Black 
Sea Fleet has been one of the 


most emotionally charged 
consequences of the breakup 
of the Soviet Union. After the 
Soviet collapse, Russia found 
one of its major fleets based 
in a foreign country’s port — 
Sevastopol, on the Crimean 
peninsula that extends from 
mainland Ukraine into the 
Black Sea, about 200 miles 
from the nearest Russian 
territory. 

Ukrainian nationalists who 
resented Moscow’s long 
dominance of their land 
regarded the Russian fleet’s 
presence as tantamount to 


military occupation. Former 
President Viktor Yushchenko, 
who tilted toward the West, 
had vowed that the fleet’s 
lease of the port would not 
be renewed when it expired 
in 2017. Yanukovych and 
Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev agreed last week 
that the lease would be 
extended for 25 years past 
that expiration. Russian Prime 
Minister Vladimir Putin 
discussed the matter Monday 
in Kiev with Yanukovych. 

As parliament speaker 
Volodymyr Fytvyn opened 
Tuesday’s legislative session, 
opposition members threw 
eggs at him, forcing him to 
preside behind two black 
umbrellas held by aides. 
Opposition lawmakers draped 
a huge Ukrainian flag over 
their seats, a signal they would 
abstain from voting. 

Fytvyn defiantly forged ahead 
amid the falling eggs, calling 
lawmakers to the stand to 
make their case on the Black 
Sea Fleet deal. 

About seven minutes into the 
session, a smoke bomb went 
off underneath the draped flag 
and another was hurled from 
the back of the gallery. The 
chamber filled with an acrid 
cloud as smoke alarms went 
off — unprecedented scenes

Insurgents attack in Kandahar in south Afghanistan

KANDAHAR, Afghanistan 
(AP) — The powerful half 
brother of President Hamid 
Karzai urged the international 
aid community not to pull 
out of the troubled southern 
city of Kandahar, where 
insurgents attacked Tuesday 
night, killing at least three and 


injuring dozens. 

Kandahar Police Chief 
Sher Mohammed Zazai 
said militants detonated 
explosives near the city in an 
attack targeting a compound 
providing logistical support to 
NATO forces. 

He said at least three people 
were killed about one mile 
(two kilometers) from 
Kandahar Air Field. Hospital 
workers said at least 35 others 
were injured. 

There were conflicting 
casualty reports. Taliban 
spokesman Qari Yousaf said 
one suicide bomber and two 
armed insurgents killed 15 
people and wounded 60 others 
and burned eight oil tankers 
on the site. Zulmai Ayubi, a 
spokesman for the Kandahar 
provincial governor, put the 
death toll at four and said 30 
were injured. 

Kandahar is the site of a 
planned offensive by Afghan 
and NATO forces to clear the 
city of Taliban fighters and 
break the grip of warlords who 
have allowed the militants to 


slip back in. President Barack 
Obama has ordered 30,000 
more troops into Afghanistan, 
in part to back up the Kandahar 
offensive, but the Taliban have 
launched increasingly deadly 
attacks ahead of the offensive. 
On Monday, the United 
Nations announced that it 
had relocated several foreign 
employees from Kandahar to 
Kabul and told more than 200 
Afghan workers to stay home. 
The announcement came 
hours after three bombings 
— one targeting a local police 
official — shook the city. 

“We are not facing a big 
threat,” said Ahmad Wali 
Karzai, the president’s half 
brother and a top official in 
Kandahar province. He added 
that the security situation was 
far worse a few years ago. 
“You get one or two incidents 
once or twice a week,” he 
told The Associated Press. 
“That shouldn’t be a concern. 
A suicide attack can happen 
anywhere.” 

Later, Karzai told reporters in 
Kandahar that pulling out of 


the city plays into the Taliban’s 
hands and would affect 
humanitarian assistance. 

Since April 12, at least 20 
civilians, including eight 
children, have been killed in 
Kandahar, according to an 
AP count. Local officials, aid 
workers and contractors for 
U.S. development projects 
have been targeted by Taliban 
fighters trying to disrupt the 
upcoming military operation, 
expected to accelerate this 
summer. 

A senior Western official 
familiar with U.N. operations 
said 16 U.N. workers based 
in Kandahar were moved 
to a more heavily secured 
compound Sunday night 
before going to Kabul and 
perhaps other destinations. The 
official spoke anonymously 
because the information had 
not been publicly released by 
the United Nations. 

The U.N. has been on the 
defensive in Afghanistan 
since October, when three 
suicide attackers stormed a 
Kabul residence where dozens 


of staffers lived. Five U.N. 
employees and three Afghan 
citizens were killed in a two- 
hour siege. 

After that attack, the U.N. sent 
about 600 of its 1,100 foreign 
staffers either out of the country 
or relocated them to safer 
quarters. Many eventually 
were recalled to Kabul; others 
chose not to renew their 
contracts or terminated their 
tours in Afghanistan early. 

The U.N. had previously used 
only Afghan police officers 
to protect most staff living 
quarters. Since then, it has 
added international armed 
guards to all its buildings. 

The Afghan government on 
Tuesday renounced a U.N. 
report that said friendly fire 
from Afghan security forces 
may have killed four of the 
five U.N. staffers that died 
during the assault. 

An Interior Ministry 
spokesman said a separate 
investigation by the Afghan 
government and the European 
Union police mission reached 
another conclusion.□

NEW YORK - You’ve got a 
new owner, Charlie Brown. 
Newspaper publisher E.W. 
Scripps Co. is selling 
licensing rights for Snoopy, 
Charlie Brown and the rest 
of the “Peanuts” gang to 
Iconix Brand Group Inc., the 
licensing company that owns 
Joe Boxer and London Fog. 
The family of the late “Peanuts” 


creator Charles Schulz will 
also own part of the business 
too, giving it more control of 
and money from the comic 
strip’s legacy. 

Heirs say the deal announced 
Tuesday for for the 60-year- 
old comic strip is what the 
artist would have wanted. 
Schulz worked for decades to 
win back the rights to his work, 
which many other artists like 
himself sold to appear in print. 


Scripps will sell its licensing 
unit, which also represents 
characters such as Dilbert and 
Raggedy Ann and Andy, to 
Iconix for $175 million. The 
bulk of revenue generated 
by United Media Licensing 
comes from the “Peanuts” 
franchise. 

Iconix will form a partnership 
with Schulz’ family, who will 
receive 20 percent ownership 
in the unit that owns “Peanuts” 
and pay that percentage of the 
sale price. 

Craig Schulz, one of the late 
artists’ five children, said the 
family is relieved to win an 
ownership interest. 

At the time of his death in 
2000, Schulz had approval 
over all business deals and the 
use of art, which his family 
maintains. But now, they can 
craft their own proposals and 
shape the legacy of “Peanuts,” 
said Barbara Gallagher, a 
lawyer for the Schulz family. 
The family could potentially 
earn more money as well, and 
already earns a “significant 


revenue stream” each year 
from “Peanuts.” 

Scripps first brought the strip 
to market in 1950 and owned 
the rights. “They were simply 
like an actor in a play,” Schulz 
said of cartoonists from the 
era. “You did your part and 
everything else you had to 
give up totally, and that’s the 
way the world was.” His father 
fought for years to get the 
rights back, even threatening 
to quit until he was given more 
business and artistic control, 
said the younger Schulz from 
Santa Rosa, Calif., where the 
family’s business is run. 

By the time Schulz retired in 
1999, “Peanuts” was in more 
than 2,600 papers around the 
world and its cast of characters 
appeared everywhere, from 
T-shirts to greeting cards and 
sno-cone machines. 

No new comics have been 
drawn for a decade, according 
to Schulz’ wishes, but the 
licensing business is alive 
and well. Some 20,000 
new products are approved 


each year in more than 40 
countries. The business has 
more than 1,200 licensing 
agreements and relationships 
with companies and retailers 
such as Warner Bros., Old 
Navy, CVS, MetLife Inc. and 
Hallmark Co. 

The unit’s licensed 
merchandise has annual sales 
of more than $2 billion, but 
the owners of the licenses 
receive a fraction of that. In 
2009, revenue of the unit 
fell 10 percent to nearly $92 
million. That figure includes 
United Media’s syndication 
operations, which Scripps will 
still own, meaning it will still 
syndicate comic strips and 
editorial features. 

Scripps said the cash deal will 
close by the end of the second 
quarter. 

Iconix said it expects “Peanuts” 
to generate about $75 million 
in annual royalty revenue and 
noted an existing revenue split 
with the Schulz family will 
remain, separate from the new 
20 percent arrangement. Q

The legislation would crack 
down on the kind of lightly 
regulated housing market 
investments that helped set off 
the crisis in 2007. 

Through hours of testimony 
to a Senate investigative 
subcommittee, present and 
former Goldman officials 
disputed, sometimes testily, 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission’s recent fraud 
allegations against the 
company. 

They strongly denied that the 
firm cashed in on the housing 
crash by crafting a strategy 
to bet against home loan 
securities while misleading its 
own investors. 

“I will defend myself in court 
against this false claim,” said 
Fabrice Tourre, a French-bom 
31 -year-old Goldman trader 
who, along with the firm, was 
charged with civil fraud by the 
SEC. “I deny — categorically 
— the SEC’s allegation.” 
Investors seemed unimpressed 
by the tough talk at the 
Capitol: Goldman’s stock rose 
$1.01 per share, to $153.04, 
on Tuesday, a day in which 
the Dow Jones industrials had 
their worst drop in nearly three 
months, down 213 points. 

At the hearing, senators 
from both parties verbally 
pounded the Goldman 
executives, accusing them of 
financial gambling that helped 
nearly derail the entire U.S. 
economy. 

“As we speak, lobbyists fill 
the halls of Congress, hoping 
to weaken or kill legislation 
aimed at reforming these 
abuses,” said Sen. Carl Levin, 
the panel’s chairman. “Wall 
Street is on the wrong side of 
this fight.” 

Levin accused Wall Street 
firms of selling securities they 
wouldn’t invest in themselves. 
That’s “unbridled greed in the 
absence of the cop on the beat 
to control it,” he said. 

At least in Las Vegas, said 
Sen. John Ensign, a Nevada 


Republican, “people know the 
odds are against them. They 
play anyway. On Wall Street, 
they manipulate the odds while 
you’re playing the game.” 

The SEC says Tourre marketed 
securities without telling 
buyers they had been chosen 
with help from a Goldman 
hedge fund client that was 
betting the investments would 
fail. 

The commission alleged that 
Tourre told investors the hedge 
fund, Paulson & Co., actually 
bought into the investments. 
Tourre said he didn’t recall 
telling investors that. 

Hour after hour, the executives 
stood their ground, rejecting 
accusations that Goldman 
helped fuel the financial crisis 
that plunged the country into 
recession, only acknowledging 
bad business judgments. 

“We did not cause the financial 
crisis. ... I do not think that 
we did anything wrong,” said 
Michael Swenson, who runs 
Goldman’s structured products 
group trading. 

Tourre said: “Iamsaddenedand 
humbled by what happened in 
the market in 2007 and 2008. 
... But I believe my conduct 
was proper.” 

At times, the senators and 
the hearing’s witnesses, who 
have long marketed complex 
mortgage investments like 
collateralized debt obligations, 
seemed to struggle to explain 
themselves to the other side. 
The senators cast Goldman’s 
efforts to bet against securities 
as a contributor to the crisis. 
By contrast, the Goldman 
officials described their use of 
such trading tools as a way to 
reduce risks for the company 
and its clients. 

In a brash January 2007 e- 
mail, Tourre had called himself 
“The fabulous Fab ... standing 
in the middle of all these 
complex ... exotic trades” 
that he had created “without 
necessarily understanding all 
of the implications of those 
monstrosities!!!” 

Tourre told the panel: “I regret 


the e-mails. They reflect very 
bad on the firm and myself. I 
wish I hadn’t sent them.” 

At one point, about a half 
dozen protesters entered the 
committee room, dressed in 
prison stripes with names on 
signs around their necks of 
Tourre and Goldman CEO 
Lloyd Blankfein, who was 
scheduled to testify late in the 
day. 

“Fabulous Fab is not so fab 
when he takes from the poor,” 
the protesters spoke as a chorus 
before the hearing started. “We 
want to see these guys behind 
bars.” They quietly hissed at 
times during the testimony. 
When the first panel of 
Goldman officials got up to 
leave, one of the protesters 
ran toward them and shouted 
questions. 

“You have no ethics, Fab,” the 
protester said. They later were 
taken out of the room by a 
Capitol Police officer. 

Sen. Susan Collins of Maine, 
the top Republican on the 
panel, said Goldman officials 
were “celebrating the collapse 
of the housing market when 
the reality for millions of 
Americans is loss of homes 
and disappearing jobs.” 

Sen. John McCain, an Arizona 
Republican, said that while 
there may not be proof that 
Goldman did anything illegal, 
a reading of e-mails from 


Goldman officials bragging 
about profiting from bets 
against the housing market 
showed “there’s no doubt their 
behavior was unethical and the 
people will render a judgment 
as well as courts.” 

Levin pressed Daniel Sparks, 
the former head of Goldman’s 
mortgages department, on 
whether the company felt 
it had a moral obligation to 
disclose to clients that it was 
making side bets against 
the same investments it was 
selling them. 

Sparks said clients “should 
look at the assets themselves” 
that make up the mortgage- 
based securities they are 
buying. “Clients who did not 
want to participate in that 
deal did not,” he said of one 
particular transaction. 

Levin shot back: “I don’t think 
you want to answer. You’re not 
going to answer the question, 
it’s obvious.” 

Levin also asked Sparks about 
a $1 billion product called 
Timberwolf that Goldman 
sold to investors while betting 
against it. Levin cited an e- 
mail sent to Sparks from 
another Goldman executive 
using an expletive to describe 
Timberwolf as “one s—y 
deal.” 

“Your top priority is to sell 
that s—y deal,” Levin said. 
“Come on, Mr. Sparks, should

Goldman Sachs be trying to 
sell a s—y deal?” 

“I didn’t use that term,” 
the Goldman executive 
responded. 

Blankfein, Goldman’s CEO, 
said in his prepared testimony 
that Goldman didn’t bet 
against its clients — and can’t 
survive without their trust. 
Blankfein repeated the 
company’s assertion that it lost 
$1.2 billion in the residential 
mortgage meltdown in 2007 
and 2008 that touched off the 
financial crisis and a severe 
recession. 

He also argued that Goldman 
wasn’t making an aggressive 
negative bet — or short 
— on the mortgage market’s 
meltdown. 

“We didn’t have a massive 
short against the housing 
market, and we certainly did 
not bet against our clients,” 
Blankfein said. “Rather, we 
believe that we managed our 
risk as our shareholders and 
our regulators would expect.” 
Goldman has fought back 
against the fraud charges with 
a public relations blitz aimed 
at discrediting the SEC’s 
case and repairing the bank’s 
reputation. 

Some big clients are publicly 
backing the firm. But its stock 
has yet to recover from the fall 
that followed the SEC lawsuit 
on April 16.Q

Baseball fights to return to Olympics

DUBAI, United Arab Emirates (AP) 
— Baseball needs to shed its image as a 
mainly American sport in order to win back 
a spot at the Olympics, according the sport’s 
international federation president. 

Riccardo Fraccari said Tuesday that baseball 
must rebrand itself as an international game, 
and that he sees great potential to expand 
in parts of Europe as well as Africa and 
the Middle East, where Iraq and Iran have 
approached him about investing in the sport. 
“The message you have to give to people is 
that baseball is a global sport, not American,” 
Fraccari told The Associated Press on the 
sidelines of the SportAccord International 
Convention in Dubai. “This was the mistake 
made in the past.” 

Fraccari also said he will work with softball 
to team up on a joint bid in 2013 to get back 
into the Olympics. Baseball and softball were 
dropped from the Olympic program after the 
2008 Beijing Games. 

Fraccari, an Italian who became president 
of the International Baseball Federation in 
December, said his top priority is returning 
baseball to the Olympics. He acknowledged 
that baseball is far more developed in the 
United States than elsewhere, but pointed to 
thriving leagues in Latin America, Japan and 
other parts of Asia as a sign that it is “a very 
global sport.” 

“Many times when people approach me, they 
talk as if it’s an American sport,” he said. “It’s 
not true.” 

In 2005, softball and baseball became the 
first sports in 69 years to be voted out of the 
Olympics. Both lost appeals for reinstatement 
in 2006 and then set their sights on this year’s 
vote to get back on the program for 2016. 


Instead, International Olympic leaders voted 
to add golf and rugby to the 2016 Games, 
while softball, baseball and three other sports 
were left out. 

At the time, then International Baseball 
Federation president Harvey Schiller 
expressed disappointment that softball had 
distanced itself from baseball following 
the 2005 vote, rejecting an offer of a joint 
Olympic bid. Instead, softball mounted a 
campaign to plant seeds for the sport in places 
like the Middle East and Africa and touted its 
clean doping record. 

But that could be changing. With only one 
sport expected to be added in 2013, the 
International Softball Federation President 
Don Porter said his organization was 
“exploring the possibility” of a joint bid with 
baseball, though he said no decision has been 
taken. The issue is expected to be on the agenda 
when officials from the two federations meet 
this week at the SportAccord. 

After being dropped from the Olympics, 
baseball has focused on ramping up interest 
in the World Baseball Classic and the baseball 
World Cup. Many of the games in the 22-team 
World Cup were played in Europe, which 
Fraccari sees as the next big market for the 
sport. 

“If you look at Europe, it is a big potential 
market,” he said. “There is money. There are 
good organizations and a strong mentality of 
sport.” 

Fraccari said Iran and Iraq have approached 
him about starting baseball programs, and 
he said many other Middle Eastern countries 
also offer potential because they have good 
weather, American influence and available 
land. 

“I think we have the opportunity to develop 
baseball there,” he said. □

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Federer loses to Guilds at Rome Masters

ROME (AP) — Roger 
Federer’s form dropped 
drastically as he lost to Ernests 
Gulbis of Latvia 2-6, 6-1, 7-5 
in his opening match at the 
Rome Masters on Tuesday. 
“My game was definitely not 
up to speed,” Federer said. 
“My serve was not working at 
all.” 

It was Federer’s first singles 
match in nearly a month and his 
first of the clay-court season. 
The world’s top-ranked player 
took off several weeks after 
losing in the fourth round of 
the Sony Ericsson Open in 
Key Biscayne on March 30. 
The 40th-ranked Gulbis fought 
off nerves at the end and 
finally closed out the match 
on his seventh match point. 
Federer teamed with Yves 
Allegro to win a doubles 
match on Monday at the Foro 
Italico, but the 16-time Grand 
Slam champion struggled with 
his consistency against Gulbis 
under a light rain. 

Federer reached the semifinal 
here last year and went on to 
win his first Grand Slam title 
on clay at the French Open a 
few weeks later. This year’s 
tournament at Roland Garros 
begins on May 23. 

Federer will play two more 
tournaments — in Estoril and 
Madrid — before heading to 
Paris. 

“I hope I can come back from 
this. That’s usually what I do 
after a loss like this,” Federer 
said. “Sometimes it takes a 


loss to wake up and shake you 
up for your approach the next 
week. When you always win, 
sometimes you forget how 
hard it is. That’s why today 
I don’t get too worried about 
this loss.” 

Playing inside the tournament ’ s 
new 10,500-seat stadium, 
Gulbis appeared nervous at 
the start and Federer won the 
opening set easily. 

Federer didn’t face a break 
point until the fourth game 
of the second set, when he 
missed a forehand wide to end 
a long rally and hand Gulbis 
a 3-1 lead. Gulbis then broke 
again to go up 5-1 when 
Federer made a series of errors 
— including a rare overhead 
miss. 

F ederer committed 15 
unforced errors to Gulbis’ 
eight in the second set alone, 
and his form in the final set 
was even worse, missing one 
routine baseline shot after 
another. 

In all, Federer committed 38 
unforced errors to Gulbis’ 39, 
and trailed 20-33 in winners. 
Federer also struggled with 
his serve, landing only half of 
his first attempts to Gulbis’ 71 
percent. 

“On clay you can lose the 
feeling sometimes,” Federer 
said of his serve. “At one point 
I tried to go three-quarters 
speed but that didn’t work 
either, so I just kept going for 
it and hoping that it would 
come back eventually, and it 
didn’t unfortunately.”

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match point twice and made 
errors on each of his first six 
match points before Federer 
finally hit a backhand into the 
net to end it. 

Gulbis also took Federer to 
a third set before losing in 
the quarterfinals in Doha in 
January, then won his first 
career title in Delray Beach, 
Florida, in February. He is 
coached by Hernan Gumy and 
credits the Argentine pro with 
his improved form. 

“He has immense power on 
both sides and one of the 
fastest serves in the game,” 
Federer said. “I think he’s got 
a great future.” 

Federer wouldn’t blame the 
cool and damp conditions. 


“I started well and the 
conditions were kind of like 
the French Open final last 
year,” he said. “Actually, I 
wasn’t too happy that it was 
slow against a player that likes 
to end the points quickly.” 
Federer still has the doubles 
to look forward to here. He 
and Allegro will next face 
sixth-seeded Simon Aspelin 
of Sweden and Paul Hanley of 
Australia. 

“It will give a good chance 
to forget today and move 
forward,” Federer said. 

Earlier, Novak Djokovic 
began his bid to reach a third 
consecutive Rome final with a 
quick 6-1, 6-1 win over French 
opponent Jeremy Chardy.

Stability for Aruba’s Refinery not secured 



ORANJESTAD— News 
out of Brazil was not 
encouraging. Minister of 
Finance and Utilities Mike 
de Meza returned from the 
South American powerhouse 
without a clear commitment 
of Petrobras to help rescue 
the Aruba Refinery. Valero, 
operator of the refinery, 
has given the government 
assurance it will keep on its 
personnel until June. But 
without a clear solution for 
Valero’s problems of running 
the refinery here without huge 


losses, the survival options are 
becoming less. 

Minister de Meza went on a 
fact finding mission to Brazil, 
to discuss a possible joint 
venture between the national 
petroleum company, Petrobras 
and Valero. The meetings, 
arranged by the Dutch 
government, were cordial, 
but did not yield the results 
of a cooperation agreement 
between the two companies 
that would ensure the 
continuance of the refinery. 
Petrobras offered to review 


the possibility based on the 
results of the elections in 
Brazil in October, yet, Valero 
has not given any indication it 
would be willing to wait that 
long. Moreover, the business 
of refining worldwide is 
under pressure, as demand for 
oil derivatives have shrunk 
considerably. Venezuela’s 
Secretary of Energy Georgina 
Kessel Martinez in fact that 
the prognosis is that the world 
of oil refining could improve 
as late as 2015. This is not 
something Valero was hoping 
for and not information that 
is positive for the survival of 
the Aruba refinery, which has 
been put on idle since last 
year. 

Minister Mike de Meza 
admitted that the market 
has not improved yet, but 
refuses to give up on the 
refinery. He said Valero itself 
is in communication with the 
Colombian company Pacific 
Rubiales Energy. Pacific 
Rubiales has its own oil 
sources and is being traded 
on the Canadian market. It 
is considered the largest 
independent exploration and 
production company of oil 
and natural gas in Colombia. 






According to the Minister, 
Valero is also holding talks 
on possible joint venture, 
and is also considering the 
possibility to purchase oil 
from Venezuela. 

The latter is consideredpositive 
for the refinery, as it was built 
to process Venezuelan crude. 
This crude is heavy and has 
high sulfur content, and 
the Valero Refinery has the 
capability to get the maximum 


use out of this product. 
Meanwhile, the clock is 
ticking and it is not clear what 
Valero would do in June. 
Parliament has yet to approve 
modification in the legal status 
of the refinery which would 
make it more attractive for 
selling. The refinery until 
it’s shut down in July of 2009, 
was good for 12 percent of the 
Gross Domestic Product of 
Aruba. □

Carl Jung has said that 
wisdom is the ability to 
state the obvious. I would 
say that wisdom is the 
ability to see the obvious 
in our selves and in our 
own lives.

overtakes us and lingers 
until it must ultimately 
subside. After the initial 
wave passes, we can begin 
to analyze the trigger and 
our personal reaction to it. 
When we are able to analyze 
our selves, logic will help 
us focus on a better course 
of action. 

Now that you’re more 
emotionally detached, watch 
the situation unfold in your 
mind, as if it were remade as 
a comedy.

The first step is to lighten 
up, as described above.

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Around the mid-1900s the 
expression “time-out” came 
from a number of sports 
in which it signifies an 
interruption in play where 
the officials stop the clock, 
for purposes of rest, making 
a substitution, or consultation. 
The concept quickly caught 
on in different areas as in 
discipline techniques for 
children, helping women cope, 
and in the workplace. Perhaps 
we can extend the areas where 
time out can be used. 

Time out is a very effective 
discipline technique and will 
work with children as young 
as 18-24 months old. By using 
this method of discipline you 
are giving your child time out 
from positive reinforcement, 
which includes any parental 
reaction such as yelling or 
other discipline after they 
misbehave. Prepare a time out 
chair, which can be a chair in 
any room of the house, a space 
on the floor, the child’s bed, or 
any place where he is isolated 
from interaction with others. 
Use a kitchen timer to count 
down your child’s punishment 
time, which is usually one 
minute per year of age. 

Time Out for Women 
has become an institution 
in several countries where 
women of all ages meet 
regularly for encouragement, 
worship, prayer, reflection, and 
fellowship. Activities range 
from guest organized events 
to crafts and conversation. 
It is hoped by the sponsors 
that during these retreats 
days filled with messages of 
inspiration from respected

Time out for the workplace 
is taking on a sense of 
urgency in several areas.

Called the 
“wireless leash syndrome” we 
realize that mobile phones and 
handheld devices have made 
companies more productive;

those who stay connected to 
work around the clock can 
hurt their well-being and their 
family lives. No kidding. 

Some companies are forcing 
their employees to take 
several days vacation in order 
to improve their profit margin. 
Many employees must take the 
time without pay because they 
do not have enough vacation 
hours accrued. Additionally, 
it has been estimated that 
managers spend at least 25 
percent of their time resolving 
workplace conflicts - causing 
lowered office performance. 
In the resolution of a conflict 
managers are resorting to 
making employees “take 
time out” to lower charged 
emotions that may interfere 
with arriving at a productive 
resolution. 

In our clinic we see many 
of our patients take “time 
out” when they come in 
for an acupuncture session. 
Acupuncture, an ancient 
Chinese therapy that is 
becoming more widespread 
in the West uses various 
procedures, such as heat 
and pressure but mainly fine 
needles, to stimulate points

by rebalancing the flow of 
energy. 

Acupuncture is very safe 
when practiced by trained 
acupuncturists. In the new 
millennia the number of 
acupuncturists in the United 
States was estimated about 
11,000 practitioners without 
Western medical degrees and 
3,000 acupuncturists with 
medical degrees, by 2005 
the figures doubled and is 
expected to quadruple by 
2015.

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The weak spot in the financial reform bill 


Democrats are right. The Senate needs a full 
and rigorous debate on financial reform. But any 
debate must tackle one of the most critical issues 
not yet resolved from the 2007-09 crisis on Wall 
Street: 

Should big banks be left big? 

President Obama says yes. He backs the main 
Democratic bill in the Senate that would 
rely largely on regulators to use a new set of 
enforcement tools to better manage the risks 
that financial institutions take. He’s less worried 
about megabanks, even if they are “too big to 
fail.” 

Big banks are not inherently risky to the financial 
system, say Obama administration officials. 
Rather, the main issue is whether a bank has 
gone too far with bad loans, extended credit, 
or flimsy investments. If so, new tools would 
allow regulators to dismantle a big bank quickly 
without a taxpayer bailout. In addition, big banks 
would be required to keep more backup money 
on hand as a cushion for a crisis. 

Even a smaller bank can bring down Wall Street, 
as the collapse of Lehman Brothers nearly did 
in 2007, if their risks are woven widely into 
other institutions. And besides, the United States 
needs big banks to be competitive in a world of 
big banks. 

These are all good arguments for the Democratic 
bill, but such an approach relies heavily on two 
assumptions: 

1. That future regulators will have the wisdom 
and experience to spot risks in banks before they 
implode, as investments in subprime mortgages 
did. 

2. That future presidents and lawmakers will not 
go soft on enforcement because of campaign 
donations from the largest firms on Wall Street. 
If past is prologue, those assumptions could be 
as risky as the actions taken by Wall Street. And 
that is why a long debate on financial reform 
is needed in the Senate - especially if it takes 
up an amendment offered by a small group of 
Democrats who want to place a strict cap on the 


size of financial firm s . 

Their amendment, known as the Safe Banking 
Act and sponsored by Sens. Sherrod Brown of 
Ohio and Ted Kaufman of Delaware, relies on 
the idea that “too big to fail is too big to exist.” It 
would cap the size of banks if they have deposits 
as high as 10 percent of the gross domestic 
product. It would also limit the size of their 
nondeposit assets. Any nonbank financial firm 
would have its liabilities limited to 3 percent of 
GDP. 

This idea of a cap on bank size isn’t new. The 
1970 Bank Holding Act gives such power to 
the Federal Reserve but it has been only loosely 
enforced. Under pressure from Congress, bank 
regulators have been reluctant to restrain the 
growth of banks. 

The result? A large concentration of banking 
power - or half of the nation’s economic output 
- in just four firms: Bank of America, Wells 
Fargo, JPMorgan Chase, and Citigroup own half 
of the mortgages and issue most of the credit 
cards. 

And that concentration is getting worse, 
according to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas 
President Richard W. Fisher. In the past two 
decades, he said in a recent speech, the share of 
industry assets for the 10 largest banks climbed 
from nearly 25 percent in 1990 to about 60 
percent in 2009. 

Mr. Fisher backs a cap on bank size, and last 
year, former Fed chairman Alan Greenspan 
hinted at his support when he said: “If they’re 
too big to fail, they’re too big.” Mr. Greenspan 
also pointed to the 1911 breakup of Standard Oil 
by the trust-busting President Teddy Roosevelt. 
The resulting parts, he noted, proved more 
valuable than the bigger firm. 

Indeed, the question of bank size is as old as the 
Republic. The issue divided Alexander Hamilton 
and Thomas Jefferson, and helped lead to the 
formation of political parties. It also led to the 
rise of political populism under Andrew Jackson, 
and in a strange way, unites parts of today’s left 


and the “tea party” right. 

Under the Obama-backed bill, big banks 
would get special treatment: If a bank begins 
to falter and seems headed for bankruptcy 
court, regulators would step in and supposedly 
dissolve it in order to prevent a larger impact on 
the financial system. But doubts persist about 
whether government would actually do that. 
This leaves the impression that this measure 
could probably end up saving big banks. 

If that impression persists, then today’s big 
banks could become even bigger. Why? Because 
creditors would believe big banks are safe from 
failure. What’s more, smaller banks would try to 
become big. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy Geithner says he will 
work to limit the size of banks. But as Dallas Fed 
chief Fisher says, “ft takes an enormous amount 
of political courage to say we are going to limit 
size and limit leverage.” A law mandating limits 
would buck up regulators. 

Fisher also doubts if big banks are even needed, 
pointing to the financial problems in Japan, which 
has had some of the world’s largest banks. Also, 
a report by the executive director of the Bank of 
England finds that banks don’t enjoy economies 
of scale after they reach $100 billion in assets. 
(The biggest US banks have $2 trillion in assets. 
And three banks - JPMorgan, Wells Fargo, and 
Bank of America - each already exceed the 
proposed cap of 10 percent of GDP.) 

So far, this debate over bank size has been 
largely waged behind closed doors in Congress 
and the White House. But if the Brown-Kaufman 
amendment can be put on the floor of the Senate 
for a vote, then the people will see whether their 
lawmakers do really trust fallible regulators 
to get this right - or whether a cap must be 
enshrined in law. 

It won’t be easy to find the right size for banks 
to make sure one bank failure won’t bring Wall 
Street down. Congress needs to provide a firmer 
guide to regulators than the main Democratic 
bill does now.Q 
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Cemex perdio 341 millones 
de dolares en el primer 
trlmestre del ano 


Mexico - La compania 
mexicana Cemex, una de las 
tres mayores productoras de 
cemento del mundo, obtuvo 
una perdida neta de 341 
millones de dolares en el 
primer trimestre de 2010, lo 
que supuso una caida del 45 8% 
frente a los 61 millones que 
perdio en el mismo periodo 
del ano anterior, anuncio ayer 
la empresa. 

Cemex, quepresentoretrocesos 
en casi todos sus indicadores 
de desempeno, explico que la 
caida en el beneficio neto se 
debio “a una menor utilidad 
de operacion, mayores gastos 
financieros, un aumento en 
otros gastos netos, y un gasto 
en impuestos comparado 
con un ingreso relacionado a 
impuestos diferidos durante el 
primer trimestre de 2009”. 


Sin embargo, esta perdida fue 
mitigada por una ganancia 
cambiaria y una menor perdida 
en instrumentos financieros, 
senalo la firma con sede en la 
ciudad de Monterrey, la cual 
emplea a 46.870 personas, 
4.133 menos que en los 
primeros tres meses del ano 
pasado. 

El beneficio bruto de la empresa 
alcanzo los 820 millones de 
dolares, 15% menos que los 
registrados en el mismo lapso 
del ano anterior. 

Entre enero y marzo, el 
beneficio antes de impuestos, 
depreciacion e intereses 
(EBITDA) ascendio a 515 
millones de dolares, lo que 
supuso una caida del 23% con 
respecto a los 667 millones del 
mismo lapso trimestral del ano 
anterior. 


La cementera explico que 
la contraccion del EBITDA 
fue a causa de “una menor 
contribucion de nuestras 
operaciones en los Estados 
Unidos, Espana y Mexico”. 

En tanto, las ventas de Cemex 
en el primer trimestre de 2010 
disminuyeron un 10%, y se 
situaron en 3.043 millones 
de dolares, caida que fue 
un resultado de menores 
volumenes vendidos de 
concreto, cemento y agregados 
“en Espana, Estados Unidos 
y Mexico y menores precios 
principalmente de nuestras 
operaciones en Estados Unidos 
y Espana”. 

Sin embargo, las ventas netas 
de la empresa crecieron en 
el periodo 4% en el Caribe, 
Centro y Sur America, y un 
10% en Asia.Q 


Iran incrementa presencia 
de tropas en Venezuela, 
asegura el Pentagono 

Teheran - Iran esta aumentando su fuerza de choque contra 
operativos paramilitares en Venezuela, mientras secretamente 
avanza con el suministro de armas y explosivos a los 
talibanes y otros insurgentes en Afganistan e Irak, segun el 
primer informe del Pentagono al Congreso sobre militares de 
Teheran. 

El informe sobre el poderio militar de Iran provee nuevos 
detalles sobre el grupo conocido formalmente como el 
Cuerpo de Guardia Revolucionaria Islamica-Fuerza Qods 
(Guardianes de la Revolucion-QF), las tropas de choque 
islamistas desplegados en todo el mundo para promover los 
intereses iranies. 

Fa unidad esta alineada con terroristas en Irak, Afganistan, 
Israel, Africa del Norte y America Fatina, y el informe 
advierte de que las fuerzas de EE.UU. podrian enfrentar a 
estas unidades paramilitares iranies en el futuro. 

Fa fuerza Qods ‘mantiene las capacidades operativas en 
todo el mundo’, dice el informe, agregando que ‘esta bien 
establecida en el Oriente Medio y Africa del Norte y los 
ultimos anos han incrementado su presencia en America 
Fatina, particularmente Venezuela’. 

El informe se convierte en la primera advertencia oficial 
del gobierno irani sobre sus actividades paramilitares en el 
Hemisferio Occidental. 

Tambien destaca los vinculos entre Iran y el gobierno 
venezolano de Hugo Chavez, quien ha sido acusado de 
respaldar a los terroristas marxistas en Colombia.Q 
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
